THE “ PROFITEERING " ACT. 


ADOPTED BY DUBLIN 
CORPORATION. 


WHOLESALERS AND RETAILERS. 
A special meeting of the Dublin Corporation 
was held in the CÓouneil Chamber, City Hall, 
yesterday, Alderman Corrigan, locum tenens for 
the Lord or, presiding. The meeting was 
ealled to consider the following notice of motion 
from Countillor P. “T. Daly :—'' Phat the neces- 
sary steps be taken by the Lord Mayor to have 
the provisions of the ' Profiteering’ Act put in 
operation as far as the powers conferred on this 
Council are concerned; and ‘that the Board of 
Trade be asked for an explanation ae to their 
delay im giving this. Council the necessary 
authority in regard to this matter.” . 

A meeting called for the previous Friday in 
connection with the same subject proved abortive 
in the absence of a. quorum. . 

The Town Clerk read a letter. in connection 
with the meeting received from the President 
of the Board of Trade, stating that it was their 
intentién to delegate to local committees in 
Ireland power to investigate, hear, and de- 
tefmine complaints concerning ‘ profiteering 
by retailers, and inviting the locel authority to 
appoint such local committees. 

The Town Clerk also read a telegram from the 
Lord Mayor expressing regret at his inability to 
attend, and said that he hed received a letter 
from Mr, P. T. Daly, in whose name the motion 
stood, stating that he was confined to his house 
by illness. A communication was als® received 
from the Middle Classes’ Union in Dublin sug- | 
gesting that the following would be members of 
the committee, if ‘appointed:—Mrs. Decie, 11 
Hatch etreet; Mrs. Wilson, 19 Herbert place; 
and Mr. T. H. Craig, 30 South Frederick street. 

Mr. John Foley eaid that in the letter of 
the Board of Trade they were only asked to 
appoint a committee to deal with retailers. In 
the Act there were provisions for dealing with 
profiteering ” by wholesalers and retailers. In 
the event of appointing a committee they should 
accompany. their resolution with en expression 
of regret that their powers were restricted 
entirely: to retail traders, and request powers 
to deal also with wholesalers. In the bulk of 
the cases brought before magistrates the re- 
tailers complained that the “ profiteering” was 
not by them, but by the wholesalem. Any 
cómmittee, to do justice to the consumer, should 
not be restricted from dealing with the whole- 


saler. 


powers to deal with wholesalers. 
Mr. Beattie moved that a committee be ap- 
pointed to put the “ Profiteering ” Act in force. 


They should, in appointing the commit-

was most important, because in cases which had 
gone before the committee it was shown that 
the wholesaler was in fault, and there was no 
most cages.

Under the Act the Board of Trade had power 
to delegate the dealing with both wholesalers 
avd retafiers to the local Committee, but in 
their wisdom they had asked the Council to 
put the Act into foree regarding the retailers 
He feared very much that if the resolu- 
tien was sént to the Board of Trade they 
would regard it as though the Corporation 
were pot prepared to put the Act into force 
The method 
suggested by, Mr. Foley for dealing with th» 

atter. wag the best, -euggesting that the de’ 


ygation of the power to deal with the whole- 


isalers shoul be saparately considered. 

Mr.. Beattie said that his idea of “ profiteer- 
ing ' was the profit that a person consuming 
had to pay; and it was of no importance 
whether it was the manufacturer, the 
wholesaler, or the retailer who made that 


| profit, 


Mr. Delany said that he would like to 
associate himself with Mr, Foley's remarks. 
The lve-stock industry had been mentioned, 
and it was hot generally known that the Go- 
vernment had put a hallmark of 156. per cwt. 
live weight,.which meant that a beast would 
cost up to £15 more. 

The Chairman—We are not here to criticise 
the Government—we are appointing a Commit- 
tee, and there is a resolution before the chair. 
If you take coal, there has been no explanation 
as to why the Government put 6s. per ton on 
now taken off 10s., with an 
explanation that there will be no subsidy, Was 
the question ever asked of the people in 
authority, what became of the millions takea 
from the working classes. Who pocketed the 
6a, per ton for the last three or four months? 
Would the Committees have power to go to 
Geddes or Bonar Law and take them up for it? 
He thonght the whole thing would be a farce. 

The Town Clerk—Let it be understood that 


| the regulationg governing the constitution of 


the Committee have yet to be made by the 
Béard of Trade. 

Chairman—You ean appoint a Committee, at 
all events, but I think the Committee. will do 
very little good. Proceeding, he rut the reso- 
lution, that a Committee be appointed, to the 
meeting, and declared it carried unanimously. 

Alderman O'Toole moved that the Committee 
‘fonsiat of twenty-five members, of whom three 
were to be from the Dublin Trades Council, 
two from the Middle Classes Union, and the 
remainder from the Corporation, and this pro- 
posal was accepted by Alderman MeWalier. 

| Dr. Sherlock moved that the committee con- 
tt of 16 members, comprising five from the 
‘hamber of Commerce, five from the Trades 
Council, five from the Corporation, and one from 
the Middle Chmaes Union. 

The High Sheriff seconded Dr. Sherlock, and 
urged that labour and capital should be repre- 
If the Corporation 
made a’ success they would hear nothing about 
it, but if they failed they would hear a lot 
about it. 16 was an enormous responsibility 
for the Corperation to take on, and labour and 
eapital should share in it. He agreed that the 
Act was a farce, because the real “ profiteers ” 
were the Govérnment themselves. 

Alderman McCarthy said that it was not 
right we confine the Middle Classes Union to one 
representative. In the circumstances he would 
vote’ against it, as the middie class were a very 
large, bedy in. Dublin.
